Evergreen shrubs should be, in Southern California, the basis for practically all foundation planting. 
They provide you color in flower and foliage through the year. Plants will, if properly grown in the 
nursery and if properly planted and cared for, often serve you for a lifetime. We spare no effort to grow 
thrifty, healthy plants—the kind we would want in our own gardens. You will find the information we

DEPENDABLE ABELIA 


Abelia grandiflora. Through the years has been one of our 
most popular shrubs. Arching bronzy foliaged branches are 
thickly clustered in spring with dainty rosy white bells— 
excellent for use in flower arrangements. Hardy anywhere 
in sun or partial shade. 5 ft. Balled 2-3 ft., $1.80; 5-gal. con- 
tainers, $1.50; gal. containers, 40c. 


EVERBLOOMING ABELIA 


Abelia Schumanii. A lovely new Abelia that carries its 
bright pink bells handsomely displayed all through summer.

DAINTY AZARA 


Azara microphylla. For dainty tracery against shaded or 
partially shaded walls it is particularly desirable. Airy, glis- 
tening green leaves and thin stems lend a grace that makes 
the plant indispensable. Branches are good for cutting, too. 
Hardy. Part shade. 6-8 ft. 5-gal. containers, $2.00; gal. con- 
tainers, 60c. 

Barosma pulchella. A little dwarf shrub to 2 ft. with slen- 
der twigs and small dense foliage that displays racemes of 
small lavender bloom in late spring and early summer. Gal.

Bauhinia tomentosa. St. Thomas Tree. Single l-inch flow- 
ers, the upper petals of which are handsomely marked with 
red. The small heart-shaped leaves flutter with the slightest 
breeze, reminding you a little of the quaking asp.

The plants should be cut back at least once each year 
to keep them in shape and to encourage new growth. Semi- 
hardy.

From the time the flowers first open, until the last 
white petal has fallen, they diffuse a fragrance that is almost 
an inspiration. Sounds too good to be true? Come in and see 
for yourself. Plant in moist location. Hardy. Sun or partial 
shade.

BOXWOOD 


Buxus japonica. A most useful plant for our mild climate. 
It is widely used for low hedges to border walks, drives and 
formal gardens. Grows slowly hence needs little pruning. As 
trimmed specimen plants they are excellent subjects for pots 
or wherever formal plants are needed. Trimmed globes, 12-

Carissa grandiflora prostrata. Dwarf Natal Plum. If you 
have enjoyed growing the older variety of Carissa you will 
derive much more pleasure from this newer prostrate variety. 
Fleshy l-inch glossy leaves that are nearly round grow 
thickly over the_plant forming a mound of deep green loveli- 
ness. Scatter fragrant waxy white flowers over the foliage 
and sprinkle in a few bright scarlet fruits for good measure 
and you have a plant that is irresistible.

Carpenteria californica. Three-inch paper-white single 
flowers, in clusters of 5 to 7, are borne on tall straight 
well foliaged branches. Flowers are richly fragrant, large 
leaves are soft green. Give filtered sunlight and good drain- 
age. Hardy. 5-6 ft. 5-gal. containers, $2.00; gal. contain- 
ers, 60c.

CALIFORNIA LILACS 


The mountain lilacs are California’s most colorful native 
shrubs. Early in spring, when you get your annual urge 
to be out in the garden, you'll know it’s about time for the 
mountain lilacs. If you haven’t seen them in the mountains 
where the Great Gardener planted them you have missed 
one of the real joys of Springtime. Along the south slopes 
above Pasadena you will find the gray foliaged, pale blue 
spinosus; on the north slopes the brighter thyrsiflorus. Below 
Elsinore the heavenly deep blue cyaneus, the brightest of all, 
grows luxuriantly. You'll fall in love with their delicate per- 
fume. Hardy. Grow rapidly. Need good drainage. Sun or 
part shade. 5-gal. containers, $1.75; gal. containers, 50c. 


Ceanothus arboreus. Tree Lilac. Large, heavily veined 
leaves. Full spikes of pale blue. 10-15 ft. 


Ceanothus cyaneus. Deep blue Mountain Lilac. The most 
desired of all lilacs. From March until June the deep lustrous 
blue spikes appear in profusion. 8-10 ft. See color illustration,

Ceanothus thyrsiflorus. Small glossy leaves, medium blue 
flowers.

NEW DWARF CEANOTHUS 


Ceanothus dentatus impressus. One of the best new moun- 
tain lilacs that forms a dense shrub to about 5 ft. The intense 
blue flower spikes are shorter than those of most varieties 
but appear in such quantities that in spring they literally cover 
the plant.

Cercocarpus betulaefolius. Spreads a clean sheet of white 
in broad patches over our California hills in early spring. Is 
well covered through the year with small tough dark green 
foliage.

NIGHT BLOOMING JASMINE 


Cestrum Parquii. Night Blooming Jasmine. A handsome, 
robust shrub, but its greatest value lies in its permeating fra- 
grance. Put in a plant outside your bedroom window. The 
night perfume of the small greenish white flowers will bring 
you the sweetest sleep you have ever enjoyed. Sprays of the 
snow white berries that follow the flowers make splendid 
table decorations. Semi-hardy. Shade or sun. 5-6 ft. 5-gal. 
containers, $1.50; gal. containers, 40c. 


GERALDTON WAX FLOWER 


Chamaelaucium ciliatum. Probably no shrub of recent in- 
troduction has caused more comment. Along in October 
when the nights are becoming chilly, the round light pink 
buds covering each airy needle-leaved branchlet open into 
half-inch cup-shaped bloom that intrigue you with their 
waxy pink loveliness. And you may enjoy their soothing 
beauty all through winter and spring. Prune lightly after 
blooming. Thrive in any well drained soil. Hardy. Sun. 5-6 
ft. 5-gal. containers, $2.25; gal. containers, $1.00. See illus- 
tration, page 9. 


FRAGRANT MEXICAN ORANGE 


Choisya ternata. You probably have the shrub in your 
garden now, as it has been a favorite for years. If you 
haven’t made its acquaintance, put it on your ‘‘must” list. A 
glossy foliaged shrub of symmetrical outline, clothed in 
spring with many flowered panicles of pearly white blooms 
that resemble orange blossoms in delicious fragrance and ap- 
pearance. Keep its feet dry. Sun or shade. 4-6 ft. Balled, 
bushy, 1%-2 ft., $2.00; 5-gal. containers, $1.75; gal. contain- 
ers, 50c. 


PANSY FACES 


Chorizema varium. Hails from Australia. It has a cousin 
or two but varium tops them all. A neat semi-reclining shrub, 
well furnished with polished deep green leaves, that carries 
its comfortable appearance through all seasons. But about 
the time your spring bulbs are pushing up this little fellow 
bursts forth with spectacular quantities of tiny pansy faces 
that are the deepest, richest most brilliant shades of orange, 
scarlet and purple imaginable. Feels at home in sun or part 
shade. Semi-hardy. 2 ft. Gal. containers, 40c. 
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ROCK ROSES 


Cistus corbariensis. In any well drained soil this newer 
Rock Rose has proved very satisfactory. Dark sage green 
leaves, daintily veined and crinkled form a heavy low mound 
of attractive foliage. The 2-inch single flowers in late spring 
and early summer provide a mass of clear glowing white. 
Withstands heat, drought and cold. Sun. 2 ft. 5-gal. con- 
tainers, $1.75; gal. containers, 50c. 

Cistus ladaniferus maculatus. If you can visualize a low 
mound of thick-covering, deep green foliage, generously 
sprinkled with large white cherokee roses you will have a 
fair mental picture of this foreground shrub. Add a deep 
maroon blotch to each snowy petal and the picture will be 
complete. Each flower lasts but a day. However, a con- 
stant succession of bloom continues for weeks in late spring 
and early summer. Hardy. Sun and good drainage. 3 ft. 5- 
gal. containers, $1.50; gal. containers, 40c. 

Cistus purpureus. Will grow and thrive on rather steep, 
hot slopes where water is not too easily available. Give the 
plants good drainage and in early summer your garden will 
never know a dull moment. This low spreading plant with 
the rosy-pink, purple tinged, crepe paper flowers will furnish 
continuous splashes of brilliant color. Hardy. 3 ft. 5-gal.

Cistus Silver Pink. Gray-green loosely round shrub, just 
the right size to fit a small space in front of larger shrubs or 
under low windows in a sunny location. Bright pink flowers 
about the size and color of our native roses. Give it a fair 
amount of water.

DWARF CITRUS 


Though you have no room for large citrus trees, there is 
still no reason why you can’t get your usual Vitamin A-B- 
C-D appetizer before breakfast every morning—not at the 
drug store either, Find a place in the garden with plenty of 
sun and plant a dwarf citrus. Scatter a few in pots about 
the warm parts of the patio. You'll be more than surprised 
at the ornamental value of the bright fruits, sweetly scented 
flowers and remarkable foliage. The following varieties are 
extremely hardy to frost and bear heavy crops of excellent, 
usable fruit. 

Meyer Dwarf Lemon. Most popular of the dwarf citrus 
trees. Withstands heaviest frosts. The orange colored fruits 
are larger than most lemon varieties grown here, juicier and 
of excellent flavor, Quite compact with a little pruning. 
Balled, bushy 114-2 ft., $2.50; 5-gal. containers, $2.00; gal. con- 
tainers.

Rangpur Lime. Combines the brilliant golden orange of 
tangerines with highly acid flavor and lush, light green 
foliage to form a most desirable garden shrub or pot speci- 
men.
